O. S. which fay, that 
all Accounts from the Turkifh Frontiers not only 
confirm the Grand Vizier’s being depos'd, but thar 
he has been ftrangled by Order of the Porte, and all 
his Effate contifcated ; and that the Bafhaw Count 
de Bonnevsl, who fell into Difgrace for no Reafon | 
but becaufe he did not blindly approve of his Senti- 
ments, is recall’d to Conftantinople from his Exile. 
The tame Advices add, that the Turks have refolv’d 
this Campaign to make ufe of Mahomet’s Banner in 
their Grand Army, which is what they never carry 
into the Field bur in cafe of urgent Neceffity. They 
believe that rhis Banner came from Heaven, and 
was given by the Angel Gabriel to their Prophet 
Mahomet, to be dilplay’d for the Deftruétion of the 
Chriftians: But it mutt be obferv’d, that they don’t 
carry this Banner entire into the Field, but only a 
Shred of it, which they tack to another made after 
the fame Pattern; a Procieden they make ufe of, 
that this precious Depofit may not fall all at once 
into the Enemies Hands in cafe of a Defear. 

Letters of the 1gth O S. from Leghorn fay, that 
the Rage of both Partics in rhe Ifland of Corfica is 
all on a fudden very much abated; chat the Male- 
contents and the French fend back the Prifoners they 
take from each other in a very friendly Manner ;
